Registration  High 
Says  Dean  Lloyd; 
Equals  Last  Term 

Brigham  Young’s  registration 
machine  clicked  smoothly  last 
week  as  thousands  of  students 
signed  up  for  winter  quarter 
classes  on  the  first  day  of  a two- 
day  registration. 

Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of 
students  and  officer  in  charge  of 
the  huge  task,  pronounced  the 
period  surprisingly  good,  both  in 
numbers  and  ease  of  operation. 

“Contrary  to  what  many  had 
expected,  registration  appears  to 
be  surprisingly  high,”  Dean 
Lloyd  said.  He  predicted  that 
there  would  be  some  decrease, 
however,  because  of  inroads  of 
the  armed  services,  but  that  the 
decrease  would  not  be  as  large  as 
that  of  other  universities. 

Exact  figures  will  not  be  avail- 
able until  later  in  the  week,  but 
estimates  placed  the  first  day 
registration  at  about  half  of  the 
4654  enrollment  at  Brigham 
Young.  Last  winter  quarter,  en- 
rollment showed  an  unusual  in- 
crease, which  was  contrary  to  the 
usual  trend. 

Many  students  who  needed  an 
extra  day  to  travel  after  the  holi- 
day registered  late  Wednesday 

Special  students — those  taking 
fewer  than  10  credit  hours— reg- 
istered Thursday. 


Something  new  has  been  added 
to  the  curriculum  of  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Though  not  listed  in  the  cata- 
log or  class  schedule,  the  Bureau 
of  Audio-Visual  Instruction  is  of- 
fering a series  of  nine  classic 
motion  pictures  during  winter 
quarter. 

Officially  styled  “a  no  credit 
course  in  cultural  film  classics,” 
the  series  begins  Thursday  at 
4:15  p.m.,  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
auditorium  with  a presentation  of

Gish. 

The  success  of  such  programs 
on  a commercial  basis  has  en- 
couraged the  bureau  to  sponsor 
the  showing  of  some  of  the  most 
famous  film  classics.

There  is  an  impromptu  sentiment  sweeping  the  campus:  "Let’s 
get  up  petitions  to  name  the  new  Physical  Science  building  after 
Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring.”  Since  the  death  of  Dr.  Eyring,  the  movement 
has  had  a potent  upsurge,  although  it  was  heard  in  the  campus 
undertow  long  before. 

The  General  Authorities  of  the  Church  who  make  up  our 
Board  of  Trustees  will  doubtless  consider  campus  sentiment,  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  it  does  not  take  the  name  of  a building 
to  keep  us  in  eternal  remembrance  of  a man  who  gave  his  life  to 
the  school. 

On  the  other  hand,  thousands  of  BYU  students  of  future  gener- 
ations will  file  through  the  building’s  halls  and  will  study  hard  and 
long.  Some  of  them  may  emerge  on  the  horizon  of  humble  genius 
as  did  Dr.  Eyring,  but  he  made  the  grade  in  poorly-lighted  rooms 
with  totally  inadequate  equipment. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  students  of  Brigham  Young  University 
to  remember  that  Dr.  Eyring  should  be  emulated  more  than  honored 
and  respected  more  than  just  remembered.  Naming  the  Science 
building  in  his  honor  would  be  incidental  to  the  great  responsibility 
of  striving  to  duplicate  his  worthiness.

The  twenty-four  LDS  missionaries  laboring  in  the  West  Virginia 
South  District  of  the  East  Central  States  Mission  recently  had  the 
opportunity  of  performing  in  the  pre-game  and  half-time  activities 
of  the  Marshall  College-Brigham  Young  University  basketball  game. 

Through  the  efforts  of  a former  BYU  student,  Elder  Wayne  L. 
Clark  of  Morgan,  Utah,  and  Elder  Boyd  L.  Hansen  of  Lakeside 
Ariz.,  the  Huntington,  West  Va.  school  offered  to  make  the  theme  of 
the  game,  "Introducing  Brigham  Young  University.” 

The  microphones  of  the  huge  new  fie'ldhouse  were  turned 
over  to  the  missionaries  to  tell  whatever  they  wished  about  the 
Brigham  Young  University  and  to  introduce  themselves.  This 
afforded  a splendid  phance  to  tell  of  the  Mormon  pioneer  history 
and  of  the  great  advancement  and  present  accomplishments 
of  the  church  educational  system. 

The  large  crowd  was  told  many  interesting  facts  about  BYU 
including  the  requirements  to  attend  the  university  of  living  up  to 
the  church  standards  and  of  no  smoking  or  drinking. 

Sing  Y Songs 

The  missionaries  were  introduced  as  those  working  in  southern 
West  Va.,  who  had  left  their  homes  in  the  west  to  do  missionary 
work  fof  the  church  for  a period  of  two  years  on  their  own  ex- 
pense. 

The  chorus  sang  “The  BYU  School  Song,”  “The  Cougar 
Song,”  "Dear  West  Virginia,  Our  Mission  Homeland,”  and 
Come,  Come  Ye  Saints.”  In  addition,  the  missionaries  were 
the  core  of  a small  but  enthusiastic  rooting  section  assisted 
by  the  Marshall  cheerleaders. 

The  good  impression  made  by  the  missionaries  and  by  the  fine 
playing  and  sportsmanship  of  the  victorious  Y team  has  been  the 
subject  of  many  excellent  reports  from  those  in  attendance  and 
from  those  who  heard  the  broadcast  in  Huntington  and  surround- 
ing cities. 

Missionary  Impetus 

As  a result  of  the  basketball  game  and  the  supporting  activities, 
“Mormon  stock”  has  gone  up  considerably  in  this  area,  and  pur 
missionary  work  has  received  added  impetus.  The  fine  cooperation 
shown  by  the  departments  of  both  schools  and  by  the  radio  stations 
is  an  indication  that  they  were  influenced  by  the  same  spirit.  The 
Lord  is  certainly  opening  up  many  different  avenues  of  presenting 
the  message  of  the  restored  gospel  to  the  world.

Atomic  Fellowships 
Announced  for 
Oak  Ridge  Studies 

Approximately  250  AEC-spon- 
sored  predoctoral  fellowships  in 
the  physical  and  biological  sci- 
ences are  available  for  the  1951- 
52  fiscal  year  through  the  Oak 
Ridge  Institute  of  Nuclear  Stud- 
ies, which  is  administering  the 
program  for  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission. 

The  predoctoral  fellowships 
provide  a basic  stipend  of  $1600, 
with  increments  of  $500  if  mar- 
ried and  $250  per  child,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  in  number.  Addi- 
tional allowance  will  be  made  for 
travel  to  the  place  of  sWfly  and 
for  college  or  university  iiltion. 

Application  forms  and  other  in- 
formation may  be  obtained  from 
deans  of  medical  and  graduate 
schools  and  heads  of  university 
science  departments  or  may  be 
obtained  directly  from  the  Oak 
Ridge  Institute  of  Nuclear  Stud- 
ies at  Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee.

IS  FUN

WHY  DON’T  YOU  PLAN 
YOUR  PICTURE  PROGRAM? 
Here  you  are  spending  four  of 
the  best  years  of  your  lives — 
what  am  I saying — THE  four 
best  years  of  your  lives  in  col- 
lege. Don’t  kid  yourself  that 
the  rest  of  your  life  will  be 
more  fun.  It  may  be  very 
pleasant;  very  happy,  but  cer- 
tainly it  will  never  have  the 
zest,  the  zing,  the  whomp  of 
the  good  times  in  college. 

And  most  ot  you  have  or  can 
borrow  some  kind  of  a picture- 
taking device.  At  some  time 
or  other  you  all  take  a few 
pictures  or  have  a few  taken 
of  you.  So  my  suggestion  to 
you  , is  to  begin  with  these  mini- 
mums  which  the  year  book 
doesn't  have!  The  interior  of 
the  places  (dumps  or  palaces) 
you  live  in  at  various  times.

move  anyhow,  they  just  stay 
and  stay  and  stay).  Next,  you 
should  have  a series  on  the 
various  attitudes  of  the  day, 
like  lolling  on  the  grass  in  the 
spring  or  the  fall,  or  even  (hea- 
ven forbid)  studying.  With  the 
little  hand-flasher  these  pic- 
tures can  be  made  all  the  way 
from  just  before  the  alarm  goes 
off  until  you  are  tucked  in  at 
night — the  possibilities  are  un- 
limited.

The  Brigham  Young  University  basketball  team  opened  its  con- 
ference season  last  weekend  with  a game  and  a hialf  at  Denver. 
BYU  won  5447  Friday  night  but  Saturday,  the  Cougars,  who  over 
the  past  two  or  three  years  have  found  it  almost  impossible  to  win 
a close  ball  game,  collapsed  in  the  last  five  minutes  and  Denver 
sneaked  through  with  a 4241  victory. 

In  Friday’s  encounter  the  Cougars  jumped  off  to  an  early  lead 
against  the  non-hustling  Pioneers 
and  led  by  halftime  27-18.  Dur- 
ing the  first  half  the  Cats  out- 
everythinged  the  home  club. 

Coach  Hoyt  Brawner  apparent- 
ly fired  up  his  charges  during 
the  intermission  as  the  Pioneers 
started  the  second  half  with 
plenty  of  hustle  and  spirit.  Den- 
ver pulled  up  to  within  five 
points,  44-39,  with  7:30  left  in  the 
game. 

Here  the  Cougars  went  into  a 
ball  control  game,  which  became 
them,  and  thanks  to  two  quick 
buckets  by  Jerry  Romney,  the 
victors  outlasted  the  surging 
Pioneers. 

In  the  battle  of  the  centers,  Mel 
Hutchins  won  round  one  in  fine 
fashion.  Dale  Toft  outscored  the 
BYU  pivotman  11  to  8 but  took 
a back  seat  to  Mel  in  the  rebound 
department. 

Saturday  night,  well  played 
basketball  took  a backseat  to  a 
sloppy  facsimile  of  the  favorite 
indoor  sport.  The  clincher  that 
gave  the  Pioneers  their  4241 
victory  was  a tap-in  by  Bob 
Knickrehm  with  a minute  re- 
maining in  the  ball  game.
